COTTON BUSINESS HARD HIT. 


Augusta Working Hard to Effect 
Passenger Communication With 
South Carolina — Will Build 
Temporary Warehoase in 


North Augusta. 


Augusta, Ga., September !.—Auguste , 
is today bending energies toward 
opening passenger communication with 
Carolina. There has arisen a conflict 
between the city anq the Aiken- 
Augusta Railway Company as to which 


should stand the expense of repairing 
upper bridge across the Savannah, 
and a committee of arbitration has 
been named by the chamber of com- 
merce. 

All the hungry are being fed, and 
steps are being taken to systematize 
the distribution of supplies so that 
unworthy ones may be shut out. The 
negroes for miles around have taken 
advantage of the giving away of food, 
ang have been pouring into the city by 
every road. 

A ferry between Augusta and Ham- 
burg has been put in operation, and 
will be continued until the lower foot- 
bridge can be rebuilt. The weather 
has turned warm again, and there is 
no suffering from cold. The sun is 
rapidly drying up the mud, which is 
being carteq away or used to fill the 
big holes made by the waters in the 
Streets at varioug points. 

Cotton Basiness Hurt. 


The cotton business is hard hit. Au- 


gusta is one of the largest cotton mar- 
kets inland, and the freshet, stopping | 
communication with South Carolina, | 
at this season, has wrought great ruin. 
The cotton exchange has authorized the 
building of a temporary warehouse 
in North Augusta across the river in 
South Carolina, and this is believed to 
have removed the acutest phase of this 
situation until the bridges can be re- 
built. 

Temporary been con- 
constructeq in the canal so as to al- 
low enough water to get to the pump- 
ing station to operate the pumps there. 
Tomorrow they will begin to send 
water into the partialy depleted 
resevoirs. 

Some of the store electric lights are 
on, and the streets will be illuminated 
in the business districts in a day or so.

COURT-MARTIAL 
FOR SAVANNAH 


Governor Smith Takes Action 
in Case of Rex 


Shooting. 


A- general courtmartial was orderes 
yesterday by Governor Smith to meet 
at the Hussars’ armory in Savannah next 
Monday morning, for the purpose of try- 
ing those cavalrymen charged with 
shooting from a train near Rex, Ga., on 
the Southern railway, between Atlanta 
and Macon, as a result of whicn a negro 
railroad hand was wounded. 

Wihile the courtmartial was expected, 
the order for it has come sooner than 
many thought. At a conference held 
last week in the governor's office it was 
decided, in effect, that the evidence then 
in hand .was_§ insufficient to warrant 
courtmartial, but Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral E. S. Elliott, of Savanna. was in- 
structed to make further investigation. 

It is upon the basis of Major Elliott's 
report that the courtmartial has been 
ordered. It js reported that some of the 
members of the various troops which 
were upon the train from which the 
firing toook place, have been inQuced to 
give evidence, whereas it was Pefore 
understood that they had decliy ed to 
talk. If that is the case it ig thought 
there will be very little — in 
producing evidence sufficient to coRvict 
the offenders.

The offense of shooting from a train 
is a misdemeanor and conviction would 
involve fine or imprisonment, or both, | 
in the discretion of the court and the 
governor, who will review its findings. 

In the case of the man who shot the 
negro the offense will probably be more 
serious should he be identified and con- 
victed. 

It is understood that practically com- 
plete evidence has been secured, and 
some sensational developments are ex- 
pected as th result of th courtmartial.
